1. Following are the questions posed by the Senate In- 
vestigating Staff and our responses to those questions. 

A. HOW MANY RETIRED MILITARY OFFICERS ARE 
CURRENTLY EMPLOYED BY THE CIA? 

RESPONSE - One-hundred twelve (112) retired military 
officers are currently employed by the Agency. 

B, WHAT HAS BEEN THE ANNUAL HISTORY SINCE 

I960? 


RESPONSE - Our ability to extract data from our 
record system dating back to 1960 in order to re- 
spond to this question is quite limited. However, 
through a combination of records in the Control 
Division, the Contract Personnel Division, and the 
Military Personnel Branch, we have the following 
information:
